That our readers may see how clearly Dr. Emmons 
shews “the peculiar absurdity and fatal tendency of the 
Modern scheme of Universalism,”’ we shall lay before 
them a few extracts from the Appendix, which are a 
fair eample of the whole of it.

We know nothing about the state of the 
dead but what God has told us in his word, and what 
he has there told ns we are bound to believe, because 
we know it is infallibly true. He has there told us 
some plam and undeniable facts, which confirm the 
construction given of the texts just quoted. He has 
there told us, that Jndas was the son of perdition, that 
he did not go to heaven, but to his own place, and that 
it would have been good for him, if he had never been 
born, which plainly implies that he will never enter 
into the kingdom of heaven.

But it may be ques- 
tioned whether the human mind, which is formed to 
see and feel the force of truth, will permit any man to} 
approach nearer to perfect Scepfeciem, than perfect 
knowledge. By an habit of resisting truth, however, 
some may have unsettled their minds respecting di- 
vine things, and become exposed to embrace error in- 
stead of truth, in matters of religion. And for this rea- 
son, they are very liable to fall in with the delusive 
scheme of universal salvation, which has a tendency 
to diffuse some glimmering rays of light in their dark 
aod desponding minds. But they are entreated to 
awake from their reveries, and attend to the great re- 
alities with which they are surrounded and connected. 
Eternal rewards and punishments are substantial real- 
ities, whether they believe them to be so or not. By 
shutting their eyes against them, their danger is not 
in the least diminished, but greatly augmented. The 
period is approaching when they ‘must be thorotighiy 
awakened from their delusive dreams. The solemn 
scenes of Eternity will draw the curtain aside, and 
open upon their astonished minds such awful realities 
as, ata distance, made Felix and Belshazzar tremble, 
and as will more terribly shock their guilty souls, when’ 
their presence can no longer be resisted. _ 

“ There is a larger number than these, perhaps, who 
are making swift and bold advances in the cause of In- 
fidelity, and leave no methods unemployed to discre- 
dit divine Revelation, and subvert the foundations of 
Christianity.

Accordingly, when this doctrine is proposed to their be- 

lief, they will, if possible, yield their assent, and shake 

off their painful fears of wrath to come, through which, 

they have all their lifetime heen subject to bondage.- 

But let them beware of this slender shelter. It will 

infallibly deceive and disappoint them. The agreea, 

bleness of the doctrine is a strong indication of its re- 

pugnancy to the gospel of Christ, which was never 

relished by persons of an immoral, profligate character. 

When John preached, Herod was offended. Whea 

Christ preached, a whole congregation was filled with 

wrath. And when Paul preached upon righ/eousness, 

femperance, and judgment to come, the loose and aban- 

doned Felix strembled. And it is the genuine tenden- 
cy of the pure doctrines of the gospel te convince pro-- 
fligate sinners that they are in the gall of bitterness and 
bonds of iniquity. They may therefore be assured, 
that the soothing doctrine of universal salvation is dia- 
metrically opposite to the truth as it iain Jesus. Let 
none then listen to the pleasing delusion, and bless 

themselves, saying, we shall have peace, though we 

walk in the imagination of our hearts, to add drunken- 
ness to thirst. For the Lord will not spare them, bat 
his anger, and his jealousy shall smoke against them, 
and all the curses that are written inthe book of God 
shall fall and lie upon them forever.” 

Lastly :-— 

“ The bare thought that some maintain that all men 
will be saved, begets a secret hope that possibly it may 
be true, and that there is not so much danger in im- 
penilence and unbelief as many have long imagined and 
pretended. Therefore to hear the universalis/s preach, 
or to read their writings, merely to know what they 
can say in defence of their errors, is like Eve's listen- 
ing to the sophistry of the serpent, and may in the edd 
The Scripture characterizes 


The apostle Paul, who was troubled with the perver- 
ters of the gospel, treats them with great plainness and 
severity. ‘ But though we, oran angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you, than that which we 
have preached urito you, let him be accursed.” The 
beloved apostle John directs men to have no intimate 
connexion with false teachers. ‘ Ifany man come un- 
you, and bring not this doctrine, (which he had just 
mentioned) receive him not into yopr house, neither 
bid him God speed. For he that biddeth him God 
speed, is partaker of his evil deeds.’ Solomon gives a 
similar caution and direction : ‘ Cease, my son, to hear 
the instruction thal causeth to err.” Thus we have not 
only the voice of reason, but the voice of God, to wars 
us to shun the presence and influence of those, who lie 
in wait to deceive and to destroy.” 

The Dr. might have quoted another passage from 
Solomon, to his purpose: “* He that answereth a mat- 
ter before he heareth it, it is folly and shame upto him.” 
Prov. xviii. 13. 

We have now laid before the reader about one third 
of the whole Appendix. It is almost entirely made up 
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of just such canting as may always be had gratis at the 
tea-tables and conferences of certain very good crea- 
tures who rigidly follow the Dr.’s advice, and answer 
a matter before they hear it. With the exception ofa 
few remarks on Mr. Relly’s Union, the Dr.’s argu- 
ments are the following very powerful, though rather 
common-place expressions: viz. ‘¢ absurd and unscrip- 
tural,” “* extremely licentious and dangerous,” ** Gim- 
nable doctrine,” ‘‘ delusive scheme,” &c. Really, 
we thought that these arguments, however cogent and 
convincing, had been so ofien repeated, that it was 
hardly worth the while to jeopardize Dr. Emmons’ 
reputation for a strong mind, just for the sake of hear- 
ing the charges rung upon them once more.

THE SECOND DEATH. 





[Concluded from our last. ] 

It may be as well at this time, to see where our re- 
searches will end, as any time. See Rev. xx. 14, 15, 
*¢ And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death, and whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast into the lake of 
fire.” It is wow perfectly plain, that those whose 
names had been in the book of life, were blotted out, 
and their names being blotted out, they were cast into 
the lake of fire, which is called the secoud death. In 
the 2lst chapter and &th verse, the above lake of fire 
is called ** the lake which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone: which is the second death.” 

This fire and brimstone is spoken of in the 14th chap- 
ter as follows.

If we carefully examine the whole dispensation 
of this wrath of God, represented by the pouring out 
of the seven vials, it will still confirm this opinion.—

See further, ‘* The third angel poured out his vial upon 
‘the rivers and fountains of waters ; and they became 
blood. The fourth angel poured out his vial upon 
ithe sun, &c. The fifth angel poured out his vial upon 
the seat of the beast. The sixth angel poured out his 
vial upon the great river Euphrates. And the seventh 
angel poured out his vial into the air.”? What is there

It is casily seen trom the preceding context, that these 
words we;e addressed toa heathen audience, and had a 
pariicular relerence to the Gentile nations. Though 
the last of these verses, is the part of the passage ou 
which | chiefly wish to remark, yet it is necessary 
briefly to notice what ig said in the whole of it, and 
aiso the conneXion in which it is introduced. Notice 
tucn, 

lst. God’s former conduct towards the Gentile na- 
tions. ‘** Aud the times of this ignorance God winked 
at.”’ The times, and ignorance of these times, at which 
God is said to wink, evidently refer to all that period 
in which the Gentile nations thought, that ** the God- 
head was like unto gold or silver or stone, graven by 
art or man’s device.’ See verse 29, and compare 
Deut. xxxii. 7, 8. Athens, though one of the most 
Jearned Grecian cities, was wholly given to idolatry. 
With the exception of the Jewish nation,all the nations 
of the earth were idolaters,. and the unity of 
God seems to have .been lost among them. This 
course they had been pursuing for ages. After the 
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ance existed. Nor are we to understand, that he con- 
nived at it, and approved of it. Nor are we to under- 
stand, that he so passed it over, as not to punish the 
Gentile nations on account of their ignorance and wick- 
edness ; for we find he often did punish them. What 
is meant by his winking at the tumes of this ignorance, 
is explained Acts xiv..16, ‘* Who in times past suffered 
all nations to walk in their own ways.” He allowed 
them to proceed in their idolatry and licentious ways, 
and did not iuterpose as he did with the Jewish nation, 
to raise up prophets and send them his written word to 
instruct them, and tufn them to his fear and service.— 
This is agreeable to the fact. The religion of the Jews 
from its nature, was not intended to be universal, nor 
were they commanded to diffuse it among the Gentile 
nations, nor did they send forth missionaries for this 
purpose. God, during the times of this ignorance, 
seemed as if he had abandoned the Gentiles nations, 
and his whole love and attention was toward the Jews. 
He had indeed made many promises of good towards 
them in the latter days, but duriug the times of this 
ignorance, he paid little regard either to their instruc- 
tion or reformation. But this he was not always to do, 
for a time was promised in which Christ was to be a 
light to the Gentiles, and he was to be God's salva- 
tion to the ends of the earth. This leads me to 
notice, 

2d. What is now God’s commandment concerning 
them.

Sucha change, from the knowledge and wor- 
ship of ihe one living and trae God to that of the vil- 
est reptile, did not take place in a day or a year, but 
the history of the world after the flood warrants us to 
say, that it was both rapid and extensive. The histo- 
ry of the Jews ever shews how prove men are to 
idolatry. 

The ignorance which existed during these times, 
Was not simple ignorance, which is a want of know- ; 
ledge, but it produced crimes the most abominable 
and even unnatura:. See Rom. i. referred to above, 
With mavy other places of scripture which might be 
quoted. Indeed it could be easily shewn, that igno- 
rance of God has been, and still is the fruitful mother 
of crime in ail the varied shapes it assumes among men. 
They have no knowledge who set up the wood of their 
graven image, and pray unto a God that connot save. 
Aud through the ignorance that is iv them, men give 
themselves over to work all uncleanness with greedi- 
hess. ‘I'brough iguorance the Jews crucified the Lord 
of glory, and Paul in persecuting the church, did it 
ignorantly and in unbelief. The true knowledge of 
God contained in the scrip res, is that which can in- 
struct and reform the world. Where this is understood 
and believed, jails aud gibbets become unnecessary as

row, or even external reformation of manners consti- 
tute scriptural repentance. ‘These are effects which 


repentance produce, but are not repentance itself, yea | 


may, and do often exist where there is no real change 
in the mind produced by the gospel. ‘The belief of it 
is that which changes the mind, or produces genuine 
repentance. Jiany persons have been deeply distres- 
sed, and have externally reformed, from the terrors of 
bell torments. We fear this is too fashionable a re- 
pentance in the present day, and is often produced to 
a great extent where the gospel of God is neither 
known nor cared about. But any man who chooses to 
read the New Testament, may easily learn that the 
glad tidings of great joy, and not hell torments produc- 
ed repentance in the days of the apostles. Hell tor- 
mentscould not produce repeatance nor any thing else 
in those days, for the apostles preached no such doc- 
trine. ; 

Since to repent, signifies to change the mind, a very 
natural question arises here,— What is the mind chang- 
ed concerning, when persons dorepent. My limits for- 
bid me eutering into particulars about this. A few 
veneral remarks J shall make, aod these may suffice, 
to lead those inclined to pursue the subject for them- 
seves. 

Ist. Where repentance is inculeated in scripture on 
men, the contexts of the passages, geuerally ailoid a 
view of what such persons ought to change their minds 
about. Take for an example the context of the pas- 
sage we are now considering. Let any one examine 
it, and he will see what the Athenians needed to 


me . 
on men as a duty, and also when repentance is the sub- | 
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and ought to change their minds about ‘the true God 
whom Paul preached to them. In Mat. iii. John 
preached the necessity of repentance to the Jews. If 
the context is again examined, it will be seen that 
they needed to change their minds from trusting in A- 
braham their father, &c. &c, In one word, repen- 
tance is a change of mind, concerning principles or 
doctrines the mind has formerly believed, whether 
these relate te Pagan superstition, or Jewish self righ- 
teousness. It is a change of mind in every person from 
wrong principles or religious views entertained, what» 
ever these may be. 

2d. This change of mind from wrong views, is pro- 
duced by the belief of what is the truth. Heuce it is 
called ‘* repentance to the acknowledging of the truth,” 
2 Tim. ii. 25. It is light that dispels darkness, and 
it is truth which destroys error. ‘The minds of the A- 
thenians, were filled with the most gross errors con- 
cerding the Godhead, and such as believed Paul’s 
preaching, their minds were changed, or those errors 
were relinquished. See verse 34. 

3d. When a person has repented or changed his 
mind, it shews itself by a corresponding change of con- 
versation ‘and conduct. He will bring forth fruits 
meet for repentance. The person will then convert, 
or turn from his former course of life to serve the living 
God. See Acts xxvi. 20. Mat. iii. 6—10. 1 Thes. 
i. 9. A distinction is made in scripture between re- 
rentance and conversion. It appears to me to be this: 
repentance is the change of the mind, and conversion 
the change of the outward conduct resulting from this 
new mind, produced by the belief of the truth. Paul 
proved that he had changed his mind or repented, by 
preaching the faith he ouce labored to destroy. The 
Thessalonians shewed that they had repented, by turn- 
ing from idols to serve the living God. Some of the 
Athenians showed that they had not repented, for they 
mocked when they heard of the resurrection of the 
dead. Others of them evidenced their repentatice by 
cleaving to the apostle, verse 34. These believed in 
the unity of God, and renounced the whole rabble of 
heathen daties. ‘Those held fast “their superstitious 
notions, & like many in this day, substituted contempt 
for argament, & mocked when they could not refute. 

4th. When God calls ou men to change their minds 
or to repent, we may rest assured that he will afford 
sufficient arguments and inducements why they should 
do so. ‘This we find to be the case: Thus in Mat. iii. 
2. When he called the Jews to repentance by the 
ministry of John, he says, ** repent ye,’—and why,— 
'** for the kingdom of heaven, or the reign of God, is at 
|hand.” When Peter on the day of Pentecost addres 
{sed them, he says,—‘* repent and be baptised every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ.» “And why? 
For the remission of sins, or that their sins might be 
blotted out, &c. Acts ii. 33, and iii. 19. And when 
Paul says to the Athenians, that God now command- 
eth all men every where to repent, as a reason or ar- 
gumeut, why they should repent or change their mind, 
he addz, ** Because he hath appointed a day in the 
which he will judge the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.” ‘That repentance is not here enforced 
from the consideration of a day of judgment at the end 
of this material world 1 shall now proceed to shew.

Ry the Crusaprs or CROISADES we are to under- 
stand the sare which commenced, Anno Domini 1096, 
by those who called themselves Christians against the 
Infidels, for the conquest of Palestine, It arose from 
a superstitious regard for those places, where the Sav- 
iour of the world had wrought miracles, was crucified, 
buried, and arose from the dead. Jerusalem having 
been captured by Omar, the pilgrims from all quarters 
met with much difficulty in performing their tour to 
the holy sepulchre, though permitted to do it, by pay- 
ing tribute to the Saracen califfs, till the Turks took 
possession of Palestine.—An opinion about that time, 
being prevalent in Europe, that Christ would soon 
make his appearance in the Holy land, to judge the 
world, journies thither were deemed highly merito- 
rious, and pilgrims in multitudes flocked to the tomb of

| 300,000 undisciplined, unprincipled soldiers, under the 
command of Peter, and a soldier of fortune, named 
Walter the MonrYLESS, preceded the main army, and 
| marched through Hungary and Bulgaria for Constan- 
| tinople, confiding in a gupernatural supply of provisions: 
but being disappointed, they obtained by plunder what 
| was expected by miracles, till the enraged inhabitants 
oe oo them in multitudes. Of the mote disci- 
Samer armies, 700,000 men passed the straits of Con- 
stantinople, and mustered in the plains of Asia. Nine 
princes and many lords were engaged in the first cra- 
| sade. Jerusalem was taken by the confederate army. 
| Gonrrey, who besieged and took the city of Nice, 
was chosen king. ‘The first crusade ended when the 
| christians gained the famous battle of Ascalon against 
the Suitan of Egypt ; though the spirit of crusading 
lasted nearly two centuries. The second crusade was 
, headed by the emperor Conrad III. and Louis VII. king 
\ of France, A. D. 1144. The third, im 1188, immed- 
| iately after Jerusalem was captured by Saladin, Sultan 
‘of Egypt; the fourth was undertaken 1195, by Henry 
VI. after Saladin’s death; the fi/th, by Pope Innocent 
III, in 1198; the séixih, began about 1228, the seventh, 
in 1249, was headed by St. Lewis; and the eighth, 
1270, by the same prince, who made bimself master of the 
Castle of Carthage but soon died leaving bis army in 
confusion. Since that time several Popes have at- 
tempted to raise another crusading spirit, but have 
not succeeded. During these dreadful holy ware, eve- 
ry crime was committed, every kind of suffering endur- 
ed, and millions were brought to an untimely grave, 

The crasaders were their own worst enemies by in- 
ternal feuds and dissentions. They set up three small 
states, one at Jerusalem, one at Antioch, and the other 
at Edessa, which instead of assisting each other, were 
at war, committing such horrid cruelties as must have 
excited in the Turks the bitterest hatred against their 
religion. When Jerusalem was taken by them, not 
the numerous garrisons only, but the inbabitants, men, 
women, and children were massacred without pity.— 
They marched towards the sepulchre of the merciful 
Jesus, over heaps of the dead, and wading in the blood 
of the innocent, sung anthems of praise. Yea more; 
overcome with religious enthusiasm, these barbarous 
monsters burst iuto tears, at the sight of the sacred 
tomb. 

If any thing in their conduct exceeded the common. 
course of ferocity and crime, it must be the phrenzy 
with which the teachers inspired little children, im 
1204, to promote the crusading expeditions. Thow- 
sands of innocent creatures were taken from their pat 
ents, on the superstitious use of the words, “ Out of 
the mouths of babes and sucklings thou hast perfected 
praise.” Their merciless conductors sold them to the 
Turks, or suffered them miserably to perish. To re- 
late a millionth part of the criminality, atrocity, infat- 
uation, ignominy, and wretchedness of the Crusades, 
or wars under the Crose of Christ, for the suppression 
of infidelity in Palestine, would require volumes.—Se 
Hume's History of England, and Mosheims Ecclesiae 
tical Hisiory.
